justly criticized, is the one most 
likely to avert disaster when the 
air attempts to bump his ship out 
of its lap, according to Jimmy Col- 
lins, in hut current issue of Liberty 
Magazine. 


Richard Carroll, who has writ- 


ten this article concerning one of 
America's 
most 
daring 
pilots, 


((notes Collins thus: 


"It took many years and many 


lives to find out. all the things an 
airplane can do in the air. Once it 
was thought that a student had to 
become an expert pilot before he 
could stunt, with safety. Now we 
know that he must attempt slunl- 
ing before he can pilot with safety. 
Stunting develops confidence in the 
air and does away with that tense 
feeling that Iv.unpiT:, In-ginm-rs.. 


"More than twenty-five per cent 


of all serious crashes arc the result 
ol tail spins. And the pilot in the 
crashes are seldom veterans. The 
reason is simple.

N his speech on municipal utilities, before the Kiwanis club 
-. last Thursday, Senator Gentry made a declaration that 
was almost identical with the view taken by The Star last 


i' spring. Senator Gentry said :

' a city in Arkansas not heavily involved but what has some 
/ supplementary source of revenue such as our municipal 
Iv 'power plant. The reason most cities are in the red is because 
f they have to buy the very things that our munacipal plant

In this he referred to the 5-ruill city tax, 
!V;whieh last year yielded -$17,000, as against $18,000 worth of 
.ii'free light and water service furnished by the municipal plant.

The obvious"fact is, tHat property taxes under a private 


;< utility are- higher—and higher taxes mean higher rents. But 
I' ,even at that, Arkansas cities are unable to make.ends meet.

In El Dorado, where we were personally acquainted 


,^vwiththe affairs of three city administrations, municipal rev- 


f, enues failed to cover municipal expenditures • at any time 
t, 'rsince the discovery of oil. El Dorado has no municipal power 


plant.

The poverty of Arkansas city governments was so no- 


torious all along that in 1924 the bankers of the.state forced 


- .the adoption of amendment No. 11, placing the cities on a 


< .cash basis. In order to accomplish that, El Dorado had to 


balance her budget with a $60,000 bond issue. 


Only four years later—last fall—El Dorado was again 


in the hole, paying off her policemen and firemen November 
I with city script dated January 1. Sixty days short on a 


- municipal pay roll is a serious matter—but El Dorado, a 
rich city, is only a mild example of what has been, and still 
- is, true of most Arkansas cities. 


As an editor we opposed the adoption of amendment No. 
II in 1924 because it was an attempt to cure by law an econ- 
•omic evil. The attempt failed, just as all similar attempts 
/fail. 
Arkansas cities bonded themselves for current in- 


v debted-ness, and now most of them are in debt again and owe 


the bonds besides. 


The moral is that any city which has a revenue-produc- 


ing property of any dsecription ought to hang on to it. The 


, man with money in his pockets is independent. The city with 


a profit-producing industry has an edge on the biggest met- 
/opolis in the world. If bids are to be made—for industry 


r or whatnot—that city can outbid the others if it wants to.

CULLING WEEK WILL BE .JULY 


29 TO AUGUST 2. 


Culling week will be observed in 


Hempstead County the 
week 
of 


July 29th. to August 2nd. It is 
very improtant for every poultry 
raiser to cull out the non producing 
hen and use the feed they consume 
to raise their young stock that will 
soon start in production. 


The cull is easily recognized at 


this time of the year as she is 
starting in her molt. It has been 
at the leading experiment poultry 
farms that the early monitor is tho 
poor producer of the flock 
She 


starts losing her feathers in July 
or August and quits laying in order 
to help her body put on new fea- 
thers. 
It takes her from four to 


six months to put these, new feath- 
ers back and begin laying so that 
you have lost her production dur- 
ing the months when eggs are 
bringing a good price,. 


The good producing hen molts 


lato during the months of October 
and November and the length of 
her molt is much shorter usually 
two months. Some high producing 
hens molt and lay at the same time 
but is it unusual. 
At the time 


when your good producing hens uro 
molting your pullets have started 
production so that your returns 
from eggs are not cut off.
